THE STATE OF SHANTUNG. 

(Daily Pres:, 31st January.) 

The murder of the Rev. 8. M. Brougs at 
T'ai-an-fu drawsattention to the present state 
of Bhantung province. Twelve yenrs ago 
Shantung was one of the best administered 
provinces in China; now it may rank with 
the worst. The fault is personal, and is not 
to be laid at the doors of the people who 
have not changed during the short period 
under review. A traveller in 1887 describes 
the difference between the peoples found 
when crossing the frontier in th: Ichow 
prefecture. In Kiangsu he had been met by 
rudeness and obstruction, on his entering 
Shantung, at the very first village he was 
received with courtesy and even kindness, 
and he‘found. the same feelings expressed 
through: the whole province. At T’ai-an 
indeed,*a place of pilgrimage from times 


' anterior to history, there was an element of 


rowdyism, and,the sturdy beggars who in- 
fested the place showed symptoms of hostility. 
It. was the old-story of Deniratus the Sil- 
versmith and the shrines of Diana; but the 
Authorities of the city very soon put an end 
tony symptoms of disturbance.

A 
conservative of the worst type, exactions of 
every sort became the rule; hostility to foreign 
residents was encouraged, the better disposed 
officials were replaced ty creatures of his own,’ 
the money raised for Yellow River embank- 
ments was squandered nmongst the office 
holders, and disorders ot every sort were 
permitterl to inerease unchecked. The con- 
servation works commenced by CuaNna-y£0 
were neglecte everywhere, and, ag 9 conse- 
quence, the Yellow river burst its banks 
anil floods and consequent faminesxwvere the 
result. Secret secieties, the natural out- 
come of misgovernment, arose on all sides, 
and unable or careless to repress them, 
their members weregiven to understand that 
if they turned their energies against the 
Christains and the foreigners, no notice 
would be taken. Germany was looking 
out for an opening in Shantung and these 
disorders gave her the opportunity, The 
murder of two priests in Yonohow fu op- 
portunely followed, and the Germans seut 
the fleet, which they had been preparing, 
up to Kinochow ‘and took possession. They 
did more, tor they insisted on the dismissal 
of the Futai, whose complicity, was too 
open to be conceale!. Peking seemingly, 
complied, but if Lt Prno-aane had been bad 
his successor, YuH1en, a Manchu, who had 
by his anti-foreign views ingratiated himself 
with the Empress Dowager, was even worse. 
Ignorant and fanatic he had not sufficient 
understanding to see that the only result 
of his predecess»r's nnti-foreign crusade had 
been to” give the Germans the opening 
they sought. Isolated foreigners had 
hitherto been generally left alone, but 

uader the encouraging reign of the new 
Futai, who almost openly promised immunity 
where only foreigners and Christains were 
concerned, the elements of misrule were let 
loose. Such is the present condition ot 
what but a few years ago wns one 
of the best conducted provinces of 
China, The people are not changed, but 
they are terrorised, and events which ten 
years-ago were but a memory now occur 
daily. This is the position, nor is it con- 
fined to any one portion of the province, but 
reaches from Tehchow in the north-west to 
Ichow, in the south-east. The attack on 
Mr. Brooxs, which resulted in his murder 
near Hsing Yung-hien, is only on a par 
with what has been going on in Ichow and 
Lints’ing. This is no case of fengshui dis- 
turbed nor buildings rented contrary to the 
wishes of the neighbours, but direct nnd 
unprovoked attack made on the open 
road and in the light of day, and is the 
signal of aseries Of barbarous attacks and 
robberies made against inoffensive pease 
ants, whose sole crime is. the profession of 
Christianity, The trouble in this case lies 
in the utter weakness af the real offending 
individual. Ose hesitates to administer 
condign punishment to a decrepid old man 
with one foot in the grave, and would rather 
have recourse to prevention. Yet how to 
put a straight waiscoat on these recalcitrant 
officials without raising worse difficulties ia 
the problem of the hour. The real trouble 
is of course the usurpation of power by the 
Empress -Dowager, one. of the wickedest 
women in-history.. Most other usurpers of 
whom we learn had indeed the saving ‘trait

ALLEGED LIBEL BY A CHINESE NEWSPAPER 
—JVDGMENT FOR THE PLAINTIFF, 

In this case U. Nervegna, of Wyndham 
Street, merchant, claimed from Wong Sha 
‘Yong, of 14, Prava Central, as proprietor of 
the T'sua Wan Yat Po, and Ng Sai Juog, of 39 
Gough Street, 1s printer and publisher of the 
gaid newspaper, damages for libel. 

The following composed the jury :—Messrs. 
J. Orange (foreman), F. D. Goddard, D. W. 
Craddock, V. A. Caesar-Hawkins, John Thar- 
burn, A. Turver, and E. Osborne. It was 
agreed that the jarors should be remunerated 
at the rate of 819 a day each. 

Mr. Slade (instructed by Messrs Mounsey 
and Brutton) appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. ; 
Robinson and Mr. Francis, Q.C. (instructed by 
Mr. C. Ewens), appeared for the defendants, Mr. 
Robinson for the first defendant and Mr. 
francis for the sevond. 

His Lordship, in summing up, said—Gentle- 
men of the jury, this is an action of libel 
ibrought by Mr. Nervegna, a merchant carrying 
.on business in this colony, against the firrt de- 
fendant, as one of the proprietors. and the 
second defendant, as the printer and publisher 
of a Chinese daily newspaper called the Tsun 
Wan Yat Po, claiming damages against the 
defendants for a paragraph which appeared in 
‘the issue of 9th June, 1899. The plaintiff 
alleges that the paragraph in question contains 
2 false and defamatory libel reflecting upon his 
wharacter and reputation as a merchant, and he 
has brought this action, [ presume, to vindicate 
his character und to ask you to award him sub- 
stantial damages such as may make some repar- 
ation to him for the injury done to his reputation 
and the pecuuiary loss he alleges he has sns- 
tained by reason of the alleged libel. It 
‘appears that for a short time, the plaintiff acted 
as merchant Consul for Italy for the two pro- 
winces of Kangtaung and Kwangsi in China, 
till he was relieved at his own request by 
Lieutenant Guida about Angust, 1898. It 
also appears that he acted in a similar 
capacity, ie. as merchant consul for Italy 
at Hongkong, until he was relieved by the 
present regular Italian Consul, Mr Volpicelli, 
about May or June, 1899. No evidence has 
‘been given of any impropriety on the part of 
the plaintiff, either as a merchant or as Acting 
Consul, and he handed over his temporary ap- 
pointments to gentlamen in the regular Con- 
ular service of Italy in ordinary course and at 
his own wish. The plaintiff stated in his 
evidence that he had opened a branch of his 
business at Wuchow, in November, 1898, and 
hetween November, 1898, and June, 1898; had 
made a profit over and above all expenses of 
$3,000. He also stated that he had had con- 
siderable business transactions with the Kwong 
Tung Lun Tai firm at Canton and was negotiat- 
ing three contracts with them; dated, as to two 
of the written sold notes, June 2nd, 1899, and 
as to the third, dated Juue 6th, 1899, when, on 
‘9th June, 1899, the paragraph complained of 
appeared in the defendant's newspaper. Lt was 
written in Chinese, but.the translation is as 

’ follows :-— 

“Wo learn that a certain merchant who had 
ones: acted as Italian consul at Canton at Ut, 
has in consequence of certain affairs been repri- 
manded and dismissed.

No evidence has been called to contradict the 
plaintiff's statements, aad in face of bis uncon- 
tradicted evidence, what possible justification 
could there be to publish snch a paragraph as 
appeared in the newspaper of 9th June about 
him? Isthe paragraph true or false? Is it 
defamatory or not? If you find the allegations 
are false and defamatory then it constitntes a 
libel and is actionable. A libel is u publivation 
without justification or lawful excnaec lculated 
to injure the reputation of another hy exposing 
him to hatred, contempt, or ridicule. It is for 
you to consider whether, under the circumstances 
in which this paragraph appeared, reasonable 
men who read it would be likely to understand 
itinalibelloussense. As recards the allegation 
that the publication was false and malicious, 
there are occasions when actual malica must

Court by way of amends.. The defendants have 
not taken advantage of this Ordinance, “No 
such apology has been; forticoming and. no 
money has been paid into Court. Coming, 
now, to the question of damanges, this is epec- 
ially a matter for tha jury to decido. In the 
present cage both ganeral and - special damages 
are claimed. General damages are such as the 
law will presume to be the natural and probable 
consequences of the defendant's condact. Such 
damages may be recovered wherever the im- 
mediate tendency of the words is to impair the 
plaintiff's Repatatien, ulthough no actual pe. 
euniary loss has in fact resulted. Such dam- 
ages under this head should be given as, in 
your opinion, will fairly compensate the plain- 
tiff for the injury done to his reputation by the 
libel. ..After the speeches of counsel on both 
sides, I may fairly leave the amount to you to 
settle as regards general damages. 

Passing to the question of special damage. I 
may point out that special damage is ‘such a 
loss as the law will not presume to have fol- 
lowed from the libel, but which depends on the 
special circametances of the case and must be 
claimed in the pleadings and proved at the trial.’ 

Paragraph 8 of the Petition deals with the 
alleged special dumage in the case of the official 
Au Lap Sam at Wuchow, while]paragraph 9 
deals vith the special transactions with the 
Kwong Tung Lun ai Grm at Carton, and . 
paragraph 10 deals with the refusal of that 
firm after the libel to have any forther transac- 
tions with the plaintiff. The evidence is fresh 
in your minds, the documents put in will be 
handed to you and yon will bear in mind the 
remarks of counsel for both sides on the snb- 
ject.

No euch justification has been proved or 
attempted to be proved in this case, and here- 
fore you will probably be of opinion that the 
paragraph iu question is a libel giving risa too 
claim for damages. It will be better to consi- 
der the question of liability aud damages as 
regards the two defendants separately. 1 will 
take the cage of the second defendant tirst. He 
is the printer and publisher of the paper, aud 
is liable for having published this libel, assuming | 
that you find it to bea libe!. ‘The plaintiff has 
set out a somewhat elaborate tnnuendo or al- 
legation as to the meaning of the libel. [am 
inclined to think that this isa little overdone, 
and I would suggest to you to read the words 
in the light of the evidence, and attach such 
meaning es you think that reasonable men 
reading them would be likely to attach to them. 
If the plaiutiffs shows a good cauxe of action, 
takiug the words in their natural meaning, he 
is entitled to succeed oven if he cannot show 
they meant everything contained in the elabor- 
ate innuendo. In assessing damages you are, 
as that great jndge, Baron Parke, laid down, 
entitled to louk at the whole conduct of the 
defendants from ‘the time the libel was 
published down to the time you give your 
verdict. Mr. Francis has called your attention 
to the insertion of Mr. Volpicelli’s letter in 
the issue of the idth June, 1899. It is for you 
to consider whether that insertion, accompanied 
by the editorial comment, is any pilliation of the 
libel. Was that the sort of corrective or antidote 
the plaintiff might fairly have expected to be ad- 
ministered to correct the poison of the libel? 
‘It may be,’ cays the editor, ‘that the former 
‘letter from our friend (t.e. the libel) is not true 
and complete.’ That is a poor sort of corrective. 
One would have looked for an expression of 
regret and withdrawal rather. Now in view 
of the fact that libels occasionally creep into 
respectable papers, a remédy is provided by 
Ordinance 5 of 1887 which allows offer of an 
apology to be given in evidence in mitigation 


connections in all business transactions ia whic 
you and I are interested must cease from to-day 
with a view to avoid unforseen evils.’ You 
have heard the plaintiff's evidence, and if that 
letter is genuine and all business has ceased 
between that firm and the plaintiff ou account 
of the libel, to the loss and detriment of the 
plaintiff, undoubtedly he is entitled to special 
daniage. When you have asseased peneral and 
special damage you will be able to arrive at the 
total damage you think will meet the justice 
and requirements of the casa. 

In the olden days the Press was more or less 
gagged. Nowa newspaper can pee what 
it pleases, subject to take the legal consequence 
of any libel which it may contain. As regards, 
therefore, the second defendant, if yon find 
that he was the printer and publisher of the 
libel, und assess {he damages, there can be no 


doubt of his liability. Passing to the case o 
the first defendant it has been argued that al- 


though he is one of the proprietors of the papet; 
yet that, having entered inte a contract with 
the second defendant which it is alleged makes 
the second defendant lesseo of the paper, on pay- 
ment of an annnal sum of $2,000 to the pro- 
prietors, the first defendant cannot be held 
civilly liable for any libel appearing in the 
paper. The document has been pa a evidence, 
and it will be for you tu judge whether it is a 
genuine and bond fide document. Assuming 
that it is, it remaius for me to lay down my 
views of the law in the cireumstances. Lord 
Kenyon, in tho caso of Rex v. Walter, 3 
Espinasses Report’s, p. 2], said, “ he was clearly 
of opinion that the proprietor of a newspaper 
was anawernblo criminally as well as civilly for 
the acts of his servants or agents for miscon- 
duct in conducting a newspaper.” So far as 
civil liability vo alteration has been mado in 
the law from that date relieving a propnetoc 
from such a liability. Then Lord ‘Tenterden, 
in Rex v. Gutch and others, in 1829, reported

Hobson, constructor, United States Navy. Our 
next lecture was given by our well known and 
very highly esteomed friend Mr. W. C. Jack, on 
“Tho Utilisation of Light Draught Steamers 
on the Waterways of China.” Now that the 
inland waters of that vast’ empire are likely 
to be opaned ‘up to foreign trade before many 
ears , the -constraction of steamers of light 
draft will bean absolute necessity, and in build- 
ing such vessele the ideas and experience of Mr. 
Jack so fully expressed in his paper will -be 
found of great value to both owner and ship- 
builder. The next lecture was givea by Mr. 
Everall on “ The. Electrical Transmission of 
Power.” There is now a general tendency 
amongst engineers and shipbuilders to take the 
machiue tool to the piece which is to be machin- 
ed and not ‘vice versa,” as has been hitherto 
the custom. By the application of electric 
power a large amount of time can be saved, for 
while say a cylinder is on the-boriug mill all 
the drilling, tarping and studding may be done 
by small electric borers. In many of the 
modein workshops at home both large and 
gmall mechines are being driven by electric 
power, while many of the larger class of tools 
are driven by a motor connected to the tool 
direct, so that in the case of night work there 
is no loss of power in driving a long line of 
shafting and pulleys, as the motur power con- 
samed is only what is actually necessary to 
drive the tool itself, and xo favourably has the 
Dock Company become impressed with the 
advantages of electric power, that woe intend 
to introduce it into the new workshops in 
course of construction at Kowloon, and driva 
all the machines and tools one, 50 ton and two 25 
ton travelling cranes. To the gentlemen who 
have given us so much valuable information in 
the three lectures referred to, the members 
of this Institute are certainly uoder a deep and 
Jasting debt of gratitude. The change that 
avas so happily made in coming to the rooms we

MOB RULES ARCHBISHOP CHAPPELLES’ 
RECEPTION, 

\ 

DISGRACEFUL CONDUCT TOWARD THE POPE’S 
REPRESENTATIVES, 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT), 

The reception given by the Philippine clergy 
to Archbishop Chappele yesterday afternoon was 
the scene of the most disgraceful demonatra- 
tions. When the announcement was made that 
the clergy would give a public reception, it 
cansed considerable comment, but nobody an- 
ticipated such excitement as actually took place. 

The guests arrived early in the afternoon 
and the bouse near the governor's palace was 
soon filled with a mass of ubout five hundred 
people, representing the best class of Filipinos. 
Many ladies were preeaet among the number 
being the families of Florentino Torres, the 
attorney general of Pardo de Tavera and Bar- 
gos. <A crowd gradually collected in the street, 
until it numbered vbout two thousand persons 
drawn from the orderly classes. 

Tn addition to the invited guests a largo 
number of clorgymeu and friars were present 
Chappelle was received by the Spanis! Aroh- 
bishop Nozaleda, the Archbishop of Ceou and 
several high church dignitaries. After sever- 
al minutes of conversation in which, however, 
some excitement was noticeable, the lady-prin- 
cipal of a municipal school commenced to reuda 
petition to Archbishop Chappelle asking that 
the friars be withdrawn. It ia said that she is 
the same woman who created sach oxcitement 
by her speech at the Rizal memorial celebra- 
tions a few weeks ago, but this is not 
definitely kuown. The Archbishop stopped 
her, saying that this was « question that would 
be treated by the Pope, Geuerul Otis and 
himself. It was also suggested that this 
was neithor the time nor the place for the pre- 
sentation of such a document. Alinost spon- 
taneously the entire crowd broke out in loud 
cries and exclamations of “Out with the 
fraiars,’ “down with Nozaleda,” “We won't 
have friars in any capacity."" For a few 
moments pandemonium reigned, then the street 
element took up the cries and repeated them 
with increased force. None of the clergymeu 
attempted any answer but all remained quiet in 
the midst of the turmoi]. General Otis entered 
and the shouting was immediately renewed, but 
this time they were in the form of “ Viva Otis, 
Viva los Americanos.” (Shrewd people these 
Filipinos.) Chappelle greeted the governor very 
affectionately as did also Nozaleda. Groups 
of excited citizens gesticnlated and argued 
about the room, and for a few moments the 

archbishops and the general were forgotten ia 
the heat of the discussions, and then the ex- 
clamations began again. Some of the consals 
left and then Gen. Otis departed amid renewed 
cheering and drove off in his carriage. In the 
meantime. in the house the confu-ion was in- 


creasing, 8 dozen men were ahouGee at one

The Challenge Cup of 100, guineas 
presented by Mr. J. J. Bell-Irving, has attracted 
the largest field, and fifty-nine ponies have been 
written dowa as possible competitors, Despite 
the stipalated condition, that the cup has to be 
won by the same owner two yoars in succession 
before it passes from the club's trust, the race is 
evidently popular. The Consolation Stakes has 
appealed to the owners of forty-two, bul as the 
list includes the names of most of the cracks, it 
is reasonable to predict that quite a large num. 
ber of them will disappear before the third day, 
owing of course to the fact that only beaten 
ponies are eligible to compete. 


The scarcity of griffens this season, and the 
continued advance in their value, makes the 
subject of introdacing Australian povies for 
racing purposes, more ipteresting than it would 
otherwise he. ‘The possibilities have been freely 
discussed both here and in Shanghsi. In the 
latter place, owing to some extent to its con- 
tignity to the source from which the griffins 
are drawn, the concensus of opinion is oppcsed 


to such an innovation. Hore however there are. 


a few enthusiasts who would not hesitate to try 
the experiment. Fairly good Australians can 
be procured readily enough, and at reasonable 
prices. There are hundreds ruoning at subur- 
ban race meetings, round and abont the metro- 
politan centres, and most of them are of about 
equal calibre. 

These would be purchased and would provide 
more interesting sport than the best of the local 
ponies. ‘It must not be inferred from the 
preceeding remark, relating to price, that all 
the ponies referred to could be purchased cheaply, 
On the contrary, the cracks, who invariably 
find their way to India, often relise as much as 
four thousand dollars. It is the Indian demand 
for champions that really equalises the calibre 
of the racing fields, 


Opinions differ as to whether the foreigner 
would train on in this climate There appears 
to be no reason why he should not. He does 
. well in Singapore, and in all parts of India 
and several good judges of local conditions, 
express opinions to the effect that his training 
here would not be a difficult operation. 


It is quite certain that the introduction would 
create a revolution in racing, but it is question, 
‘able, if the effect would be satisfying, or even 
lasting. Tho-average- Australian racing pony 
is aristocratically bred and suprisingly fast, in 
fact in all respects he is a miniature racehorse, 
anid provides equally good eee But, although 
as previously indicated, the initial cost would 
probably not exceed that of the China pony, 
the chances are that the outsider would require 
more attention, and consequently prove costlier 
in the long-run.

Dawson, Huggins & Co. however 
discuss the situation from two standpoints 
only. The Englishman asserts that it is im- 
possible for a lad riding several boles short, 
and crouching forward over bis horse's wither- 
to do his mount justice ina vigorcus finish. 
Tbe American on the other band claims, and with 
a good deal of reason too, that the crouchiag for- 
ward relieves the horse, and better enables 
him to carry his weight. The fact remains 
however, that the representative céusins are 
equally capable, and the advantage, if any, of 
either style will forever remain s debatable 
subject. The continual and slmost tiresome 
reference in the English sporting papers to 
Tod Sloan's style, is apt to mislead people unac- 
customed ts American racing. Sloan's style is 
not peculiar in any sense of the word. I saw 
most of the circuif racing in the United States 
last season and assert unhesitatingly that 
the true Yankee style and Sloan’s are identical. 
All the American boys ride short and crouch, 
in fact a Morney Cannon, or a Sam Loates 
on tue great Sheepshead Bay Track in the state 
of New York, would create just as much surprise 
with their style as Sloan did when he first 
rode at Epsom in England. Among amateurs 
in this part of the East there appears to be no 
rale, and in mst cases they seem to acquire, 
and cultivate habits peculiarly their own, many 


of them rendering good riding impossible by 
neglecting the elementary rules. it is no 


unasual thing even in Hongkong to see a rider. - 
standing straight in. his saddle and berely able 
to reach hisirons. Surely if stirrup irons were 
aly intem ed for ornamentation, they. would © 


spensed with when racing... That such is 
not the ca 
of our easterners only use them as indicated. 
Nothing ig so un 
than badly, adjusted leathers, and a Jittle pro- 
feasional attention in this direction, would 
make a marked difference in the riding of many 
of our men who possess good hands and heads,

The match 
was nnoder the patronage of H. E. the Gevecnor 
Sir Henry Blake, G.C.M.G.j; H.E. Vice-Ad- 
miral Sir Edward Seymour, G.C.B.; H.E. 
Major-General Gascoigne, C.M.G.; and Rear- 
Admiral J.C. Watson, U.S.N.; with Sir Thomas 
Jsckson as honorary treasurer and Mr. Rounse- 
velle Wildman, M.A., U.S. Consal-General in 
Hongkong, as honorary manager.

CRIMINAL LAW: WEIAT IT 18, 

Criminal Law is, of course, only ono depart- 
ment of the great body of Law in force in any 
country. It deals with crime as opposed to 
mere civil wrongs. It ought to explain and 
define crimes, to lay down the punishment for 
them and regulate the procedure for the arrest, 


and trial of persons suspected or acctsed of 


crime. ‘Chat is clear enough; bat what is the 


roper, detinition of a Crime? 


Certain acts, now regarded as crimes, were 
treated at first as acts of, or excuser for, 
private war, in the absence of and conception 
of pnblic justice or the Supreme ‘Authority of 
the King or Commonwealth.” Bat, at the 
present lime, a Crime may be defined, in a pop- 
ular sense, as an offence which the law punishes

__ By the Continental eystem, I mean the sys. 
tem based: upon Roman’ Law; the system in 
- force in France, Spain, Italy, and Holland, for 
example. In ‘these. countries, as formerly in 
Scotlard, the Roman Law profoundly infinenced 
the local -legal eystem, inclading the criminal 
procedure in forces from time to time. : 
By the Englieh system, I mean the system 
in force in England, which represents 
the present-day views of the Avglo-Saxon 
race on the subject of crime and the 
. methods of deahng with alleged criminals. 
Thit..this English system comes of a 
vigorous stook and has a vitality of its own 
~ which seems to suit the genius of onr race, is 
evident from its prevalence in so large a 
proportion of the civilized world. With 
trifling modifications to suit local reqnire- 
ments, it is in force in nearly wrery British 
Colony. In various shapes it obtains in almost 
the whole of those rast areas which go to make 
up the United States of America. You will 
find it in Canada and in Australia, and it forms 
the basis of that Indian Penal Code which has 
been described by an eminent modern writer as 
“the Criminal Law of England freed from all 
technicalities and superfluities, systematically 
arranged and modified in some very few par- 
ticulars to suit the circumstances of British 
Indie.” ‘The English system appears, therefore, 
capable of adaptation to varied races of mon, 
living in different countries and in tropical as 
well as in temperate climates. 


DISTINCTION BETWEEN TIE TWO 8Y8TEMS. 
The experience of centuries has of course, 

_ caused improvements and moditications in both 
these two great systems. While, however, the 
essential features of the English system are 
now Trial by Jury and vivid voce evidence 
given in open Court by witnesses in the pre- 
senos.of the accused who may cross-examine 
them, the Continental system admits of written 
evidence not necessarily seen by the accused 
and elaborate official interrogation of the pri- 
soner conducted often in secret and rather on 
the assumption that he is guilty than that he 
may be innocent. Such interrogation is aimed 
at procuring confession of his guilt or damag- 
ing admissions to be used eventually against 
him. To take, for instance, the French 
case of the Monk Léotade accused of mur- 
der and other crimes. He was arrested in 

April. Sir James F. Stephen points out, and 

not tried till the following February. Now, 

during those ten months, he spent most of the 

' time in solitary confinement, being, however, 
constantly examined, cross-examined, re-examin- 
ed, and confronted with various witnessess al- 
ways in secret. “At the trial it seems that, 
_ after the acte d'accusation had been read, he 
was again cross-examined at great length, and 
the agument for the prosecution was that he 
must be guilty because his answers on differ- 
ent occasions were, in some degree, inconsist- 
ent, and because on one or two points he was 
contradicted by other witnesses.” I am not 
discnssing which is the moat effective system in 
preventing the escape of a guilty person-from 
nunishment allotted to his crime, but there can 
be no donht that the English system is more in 
accordance with our notions of justice and fair- 
play. According’ to ths English system, Leo- 
tade could not have been interrogated at all, 
-and before he made any statement before the 

Magistrate on the perpen enquiry he would 

hava been cautioned that anything he said might 

be given in evidence against him. I am aware 
that juries are not un’ nown in some Continental 

States, and that trifling offences can be dealt 

with summarily by a Magistrate without a jury 

‘under the English system; but I am speaking 

generally of the difference between the two 

systems. > ee

The answer to such questions is that 
one must study Criminal Law historically. That 
history is interwoven with. the history of Eng- 
land itself. The various races that have settled 
in England have left their impress on her laws 
both civil and criminal. The mark of some has 
been more abiding than that of others. But it 
isa fact that English Criminal Law would 
not have been exactly what it is to-day had not 
Saxons, aud Noman ecclesiastics, and Danes 
and Normans settled in England aad brought 
with them their respective onstomary laws and 
their habits of thought and modes of regarding 
crlme and dealing with criminals. 

Just as the intermingling of various races 
evolved. on English soil, the modern English- 
man, so the present English Criminal Law has 
been evolved from the succession of the varied 
laws and customs of those races, tested and tried 
by the exper.ence of many centuries and modi: 
fled by Acts of Parliament. ‘I'he result is, 
doubtlees, a somewhat complex and unsystema. 
ic body of law, but the principles which per: 
meate it are admirable. 


WRITERS WHOSE WOKKS SERVE AS 
LANDMARKS IN THE HISTORY OF CRIMINAL 
LAW. 


Among th: authorities who may be consulted 
by oue desirous of ascertaining what the Crimi. 
nal Law was iu formemays in England, may be 
mentioned the following:—The collection of 
Ancient Laws and Iustitutes of England, publi- 
shed by Mr, Thorpe under tho direction of the 
Record Commissioners. ‘This contains seme 
forty-seven gets of laws or partly ecclesiastical. 

artly secular statutes, bearing the names of 
ourteen rulers, twelve of them before the Con- 
quest, viz.. from Ethelbert to Edward the Con- 
fessor inclusive, while the remaining two are 
Norman Kiugs—William the Conqueror and 
Henry I. 

Glanville is next worth notice. He wrote in 
the reign of Henry II. and wasin 1189 the 
then equivalent of the Chief Justice. 

The Mirror of Justice seems to have been 
written about the time of Edward I. Sir 
James F. STEPHEN, however, does not seem to 
regard its authority as very trustworthy in some 
matters. 

The earliest writer, on Criminal Law, 
who gives anything like a general view of 
the eubject in his day, is Bracton. He 
was one of the Justices Itinerant of Heary 
III. and collected the laws and customs pre- 
vailing iu England in the earl‘er half of the 
thirteenth century, ‘hings were then in a 
transition stage and while the old English law 
regulated procedure, the deficiency in definitions 
and principles was supplied by Bracton chiefly 
from the Koman Law. It must not be supposed 
that Roman Criminal Taw ever took deep root 
generally in England. ‘Lhe English were always 
suspicious of it, possibly on acconut of the ar- 
bitrary powers conferred by it on the Sovereign. 
The Digest lays down that “what pleases the 
Prince has the force of Jaw, as by the Royal 
Law (Lez Regia) which was concerning 
his authority, the ple conferred upon 
him all their power and authority.” Principles 
of Roman Law such as these would have des- 
troyel that feudal liberty which the nobles 
cherished. Such doctrines would have been 
fatal, bad they been incorporated in our 
laws. It was the attempt to put in practice of 
the Lex Regia kind which cost the Stuarts the 
throne of England. ‘ 

The next great work was Goky's Institutes, 
which have had a greater influence on the laws 
of our country than any work written between 
the days of Bracton and those of Blackstone.

Bentham who was afterwards to become one of 
the ablest anc most fearless critics of the Brit-, 
ish Constitution and Laws..- Pape one, 

Blackstone published the first edition of his |- 
celebrated Coinmentaries betwen 1765 and 1769, . 
Ho gives us a complete view of the -whole'syse 
tem of English Law as: it existed in the latter 
part of the 18th century. Aneminent authority. 
has said :—" Blackston did, and did exceedingly 
well, for the end of the 18th century, what 
Coke tried to do and did exceedinyly ill about. 
one hundred and fifty years before, that is to . 
say, he gave an account of the law as a whole, 
capable of being studied not only without dis- 
gust but with interest and profit.” 6 

He dealt more completely than Coke and 
Hale with common law principles and de- 
finitions, and treated fully of the great ad- 
ditions which had been made in the course 
of the IJ8th century in the substantive Cri- 
minal Law by statutary onactment. Black- 
stone's Commentaries have passed through. 
many editions, and-even at the present da 
the four volumes of Mr. Sergount Stephen's 
‘Commentaries, which may be described as 
‘Blackstone brought up to date, are set as the 
subject of the Intermediate Examination of 
articled clorks aspiring to become solicitors. 
Of conrse, the modern writers haye had to take 
nto account the vast number of Acts of Parlia- 
ment which have dealt, in an ursystematic 
way, with various offences which the ciroum- 
stunces of the day hare, from time to time, 
forced on the special attention of the Legisla- 
ture. Blackstone's courtly language and some-. 
what exaggerated feeling of admiration for the 
aw as existing when he wrote, brought him 
under the literary lash of Bentham, that robuat 
hater of technicalities and red tape, that excel- 
seh specimen of a healthy mind in a healthy 
od 


y. 

Jeremy Bentham exposed, by his bold and. 
dashing criticism, many of these defects and 
blemishes of our legal system whoge antiquity had 
caused them t» be generally regarded with to- 
leration and even respect. 

It is dificult for us to realize that when 
Blackstone wrote, th-re were no less than one 
hundred and sixty offences declared by Act of 
Parliament to be punishable by death. 

It is true that Blackstone laments this, but 
Bentham boldly points out the atrocious cruel: 
ty of such a state of things. Death was the 
punishment for stealing a sheep ‘just as it was 
for murdering a man. . 

Henry Brougham, afterwards Lord Chan- 
cellor, was adevout Benthamite, and the brilliant 
speech he delivered inthe House of Commons’ 
when Bentham was between seventy ond 
eighty years old led to the appointment 
of two Commissions, one te consider the 
Criminal Law, and the other'the methods of 
the Courts at Westminster and the Common 
Law. The Report of a Commission on Crimi-. 
nal Law led tothe appointment \of a further 
Commission, which resulted in the passing of 
the Criminal Law Consolidation Acta of 1861. 
But the more immediate and very satisfactory 
result of Bentham’s and Brougham’s efforts, 
was the confining of capital punishment to 
murder, high treason, and piracy. 

The ablest modern writerupon Criminal Law 
was, in my opinion, the late Sir James F.ts- 
James Stephen, whose Digests of Criminal Law 
acd of Procedure contain the result of the 
labours of half a life-time, and show how feasible 
it would be to [produce a complete code, given 
the necessary power and anthority to the right 
persons. In writing this Paper, I have largely 
availed myself. of his admirable Halo « the 
Criminal Law of England, a work showing 
immense research. |

time our:criminal law is, I think, extremely 
fair-on the whole; in fact more than fair some- 
times in its anxiety that nothing by any po»- 
sibility should be put forward agains: a prisoner 
that is in the slightest degree unfair. A great 
many of nz are disposet to pride ourselves 
‘gpon the national characteristics as evidenced 
by the state of the law and to: fancy ourselves 
a good deal superior to our neighbours. Talk- 
ing of this fairness to the prisoner, I re- 
member two or three instances which cama 
under my own notice which illustrate this 
very clsarly. I remember a case in 
Treland where s man who had stolen some 
money was brought to the Police Station. The 
policaman said to hima, * Now you hal better 
‘tell me where you put that money. It will be 
better for you. We will see what can be done 
for you.”: Upon this the man confessed to hav- 
ing stolen the money aud told where he had 
hidden it under a certain stone. The man was 
taken before a Magistrate and committed for 
trial. At the trial itcame ont that the police- 
man had not warned the prisoner before he 
had made his statement, and the jndge said that 
a confession procured in such a way was not a 


confession which ought to be allowe.l to be 


brought forward at the trial. I remember an- 
- other case where a turnkey did a very meau 
thing. A  prisorer’s wife was allowed to -xee 
him in gaol and the turnkey listened at the door 
to their conversation. He heard the man con- 
fess to his wife that he had committed a very 
grave crime—I am not sure it was not murder. 
At the trialjthe turnkey repeated what he 
had heard, but the jadge refused to uccept 
evidence, sfying that a mar's confession to 
his wife ought not to be taken advantage 
of. These two cases will tend to show how 
extremely careful we are that s prisoner 
indicted for any crime should have fair play. 
With regard to the old Acts aud punishments 
to which the Chief Justice has alluded, I some- 
times think we may be led astray by a state- 
ment as to what the punishment might have 
been. I remember that ou the occasion of the 
Dynamite Bill passing the House of Commons. 
I was in the gallery with the then Lord Chief 
- Justice of Ireland. I remarked to him, ‘‘ Do 
you think it is severe enough?” ‘ Severe,” he 
replied. “Why, under that law a little boy 
_ might ba indicted and sentenced to penal survi- 
tude for life for explodiug + penny cracker 
under a lady's petticoat.” (Laughter.) It does 
not +lways follow that the extreme penalty 
which might be inflicted is inflicted. But 
there is one thing which struck me in listen- 
ing to this very interesting lecture, aud 
that was that when we consider the horrible 
tortures practicad in England down to very 
recent times, and that up to a very few 
years ago crowds of paop’e attended public 
executions, laughing and perfectly untouched 
by the horrors of the scsue, it gives us great 
hope that the awful tortures practiced in the 
empire of China, close to our gates, may uot go 
on for ever. (Hear, hear.) People who have not 
looked into the mote in our eye may think that 
avhere such tortures are permitted to exist 
there must be innate moral turpitude in the 
people which renders them hopeless Bat if so, 
we ourselves should ramamber that moral tur- 
pitude in times gore by—not very longago. It 
is therefore a great comfort for us to believe 
that as soon as it is realised—as one day it may 
be realised, wheu the light shines upon China, 
—that crimes which tortures are supposed to 
prevent are not prevented, but that as tortures 
cease and the dawn of fair play begins to appear, 
crimes begin to decrease, aud especially crimes 
of great violence, I taink we may hope that ip 
the not distant future we may sea the day 
when torture will caass in China—(hear, hear) | 
—and that will be a blessed day to overy- 
body. I think, ludies and geutlemen, the 
thanks of the meeting are due—aud IT am 
sure you will sgrea with me—to the Actiug 
Chief Justice for his most interesting and able 
lecture. (Applause.)

ENGLISIl ORIMINAL LAW AT THE PRESENT 
‘TIME.—CLASBIFICATION OF CRIMES, 


Befora considering the English Criminal 
Law as it existed centuries ago. it may be woll 
to take « brief survey of its leading features at 

presoot crimes are divid- 
ed iuts threo main classes, viz., treasons, felo-- 
nies, ant misdemeavours, Asa matter of fact 
all treisons are felonies, though, of course, 
there are many felonies which are not treasons 
nor so heinousin the sight of the law as trea- 
sons, Murderisalsoafelony. ‘ : 

At the Assizes, in Englau-l, the Crier makes 
Procumation xs follows:—‘If any one can 
inform my lords the Queen's Justices, the 
Queen's Attorney General or the Queen’ 


Seryeant, ere this inquest taken between our: 


Sovereign Lady the Queen and the prisoners 
at. the bar, of any (reason, murder, felony or 
misdem anour committed or done by ,them or 
auy +f them, let him come forth and he shail be 
heard, fur the prisouers staud at the bar upon 
their deliverance.” 

I suppose that proclamation has teen made 
in the same terms fue hundreds of years. I am 
not aware that thera has been for many years 
such # persoa as the Queen's Sergeant referred 
to in it, and I suppose the word ‘‘inurder" is 
interpsed betweeu the words “treason” and 
“felony, because murder, like treason, is a 
particularly heinous kind of felony. 

Treason—is an offence aguinst the daty of 
allegiauce snd it ix, according to the law books, 
the Lighest known crime, foe it aims at the very 
destraction of the Commonwealth itself. Five 
species of treacon are cet forth by the Statute 
of Edward ILI, One sees at once the feudal 
origin of the offence. ‘Treason is a word derived 
from the French‘ Trahir" to betrav, the under- 
lying idea being tha betrayal of the allegiance 
to the sovereign. 

Felony.—This term embraces, asa general 
rule. all osimes of a more rerious ature than 
misdemennours, crimes which are, therefore, 
uanally more severely ponished than misde- 
meanours Thera are, however, some excep- 
tions to this general rule, and at the present 
day the word ‘ Felony" is an ancchronism. 
It would hardly find a place in any modern re- 
classitication of crimes. ‘Chere is a respect for 
antiquity in Hnglish law and the word ‘has 
history.” Iam in favour of Spelman‘s deriva- 
tion of the word. He derives it from the 
Teutonic, or old German, * Fee,” meaning a 
fief, and “lon” meauing price or value. 
Originally it meant the s ate or sta.e «f haviag 
forfuited lauds and goods to the Ur.wn upon 
couyiction for certain cffeuces, and, then, by 
transition it cam+«to meanany “ offence ” upoa 
couviction for which such forfeiture followed, 
in addition to any otber punishment prescribed 
by law, as distinguished from offences (misde- 
meaanours) for which no - forfeiture followed. 
While ferfeiture followed conviction, felony 
had adefinite meaning. Moreover, in the olden 
days, death was the punishment usually allotted 
by law to those convicted of felouy, so that the 
idea of the death penalty became associated 
with felony, or at laast with most felonies. 
But forfeiture for felony was abolished in 
Englaut in 1870. and the death penalty ie 
almost entirely contiued to murder, so that 
the word felony is not very suitable as 4 
generic term at the present day. However, 
iu framing an indictment, if the crime amounts 
to fa.ony the deed must be described as having 
been done “ feloniously," and there are minor 
differe:ices in procedure between cases of felony 
and misdemeanour which 1 need not here refer 
ta. 

‘Misdemeanoar.—Th's includes every crime 
which is nota felony, and, speaking generals 
one may say that every indictable criminal of- 
fence which the law regards as less than a felouy 
and every act forbidden by any Act of Parlia- 
ment, but not amounting to a felony, isa misde- 
meauour. Now, withont wishing to underrate 
the many merits of English Criminal Law, or 
the historicdd interest attaching to its gradual 
development and the traces of the earlier stages 
of that deve‘opment to be found in its nomeu- 
clature and its procedure at the present day, 
oue cannot but feel that some better and more 
logical classification of crimes might well be 
made when our Inw comes to be codified. 

It may ba well, at this point, to notice 


that there are many trifling offences made ! the past year. 


punishable in s summary. wey by the Magis- 
trates withbut the intervention'of any jary. 
There is no Bpecific name for these unless one 
olassifies thdm generally under the heading of 
summary offences. The French Code classifivs 
offences as Crimes, Delite, and Contraventions, 
answering tonghly to our felonies, mi-demean- 
ours, and aummary offences respectively. 
| PUNISHMENTS, 

The panigbinent which may by tho law of 
England be inflicted in the appropriate cases at 
the presenti {ime sre death by hanging, pepal 
servitude, imprisonment with or without hard 
labonr, detention in a raformatory school. sub- 
jection Lo police supervision, whipping, fines,and — 
putting under recognizance. Bat very differ- 
wut punishments were at one time in force in 
England. ‘The statute 22 Henry 8th Cap. 9 
made poisoning high treason and puuvishable by 
boiling to death, and Coke. tells us of a girl 
named Margaret Davey who poisoned her mis- 
tress, being boiled to death in 1530 at Smitbfield - 
under the statute. 

RESPONSIBILITY FOR CRIME. 

Of course, there are certain people whose 
acts are not punished or treated in the same 
way as those of responsible people. For in- 
stance, no uct done by a person under seven, 
years of age is a crime. No act done by a 
person orer seven and under fourteen years of 
aye is a crime, unless it be shown affirmatively 
(hat such person had sufficient capacity lo know 
that the-act was wrong. There is a remarkablo 
peesnipeice as to married woman which one 
would hardly expect to find forming part of 
the law at the present day. It is this. If a 
married woman commits a theft, or. receives 
stolen goods knowing them to be -stolen, 
in the presence of her husband she is pre- 
sumed to have acted under his coercion, 
aud such coercion excuses her act. This 
presumption may, however, be rebutted if the 
circumstances of the case show that in point 
of fact she wag not coerced. Rebutting evidence 
of this kind might not be forthcoming, and 
then the woman would escupa punishment. 

I will not here discuss the question of the 
responsibility of insane people, as the subject 
ig too complicated for my present brief sketch. 
Nor will r do mors than mention that, as a 
general rule, subject, however, to some ¢xcep- 
tions, what is called the “ mens rea,” the evil 
intention of the mind, mast accompany the act 
in order to constitute a crime.

Whee in Blgio 
Road they dsked a ricksha man to get two 
rickshas to drive them to the Dock, but the man 
said no, and went away. Then the second defen- 
dant, seeinga ricksha standiug in the street with- 
outadriver, wentinto the house opposite to which 
the ricksha was standing and asked for two 
drivers. One man who came ont of the house 
was offered 2) cents to drive them to the docks 
but he refased. Witness then said to the se- 
cond defendant, “Let us walk.” The second 
defendant replied,“ No, they mas! drive us.”

duces the stock of the former to 2,0@8 pieces, 
which is very approximate to the Chamber of 
Commerce returne—-1,930 pieces. 
Trade Marks.-A very practice! suggestion is 
about to be made to the Chamber of Commerce 
here by some of our leading Importers with re- 
gard to the desirability: oi instituting a system 
that will obviate, toa great extent, the inconve- 
nience and often annoyance that is constantly 
taking place through Firms unwittingly making 
use of designs for Chops that have -already been 
adopted by other firms. In late years, since the 
Indent business has grown to the extent it has, 
hundreds of new chops have been it -oduced, nud it 
is quite impossible to discover if, vhona dealer 
hands ina new chop he wishes put on the goods 
he orders, it hus not already heen appropriated 
by another Firm. ‘Iherefore, if the Chainber can 
arrange, as suggested, ‘to keep copies of all the 
chops used on this market, which tho Import 
houscs are to be invited to send in to be filed for 
reference at the Office of the Chamber, Importers 
could, on payment ofa certain fee, be allowed to 
make ‘‘a search,” as is done under the ‘I'rade 
Marks Act in England, in order to find out if a 
design submitted by a dealer is really an original 
one and can he safely ased. An. opinion has been 
expreased that such a schema would involve too 
much trouble and expense, but we are sure some- 
thing of this sort will cventually have to be done, 
and if the trouble and expense ttre great now how 
much greater will they be five or ten years bence?
